Garden Culture.—The bulbs may be planted from September to December in any good, well-drained gar- 
den soil, which, however, should be well enriched and dug at least 18 inches deep. They should be set 6 
inches apart and 4 to 6 inches deep. Before the ground freezes cover the beds with leaves or other good litter 
to keep out the frost. The covering can be kept in place by wire netting or boughs, and should gradually be 
removed upon approach of warm weather in spring. The bulbs should be left until the foliage turns yellow, 
when they may be lifted, dried off, and kept in a dry cool place for replanting. 

Culture in Pots.—Select solid, heavy bulbs and plant as early as possible, using a 4 or 5-inch pot for a 
single bulb. Fill the pots with a light, rich potting soil, and have the top of the bulb just below the surface, 
give a good watering and set away in a cool place, covering them with about 5 inches of sand or coal ashe. 
This prevents the bulb from rising while the roots are growing, and keeps them quite moist. In about eight 
weeks they may be taken to the room in which they are to flower. By bringing in a few pots at a time about 
two weeks apart a succession of bloom may be had. 

Culture in Glasses.—The single varieties are best adapted for glass culture, and the best named sorts should 
be selected. Use soft water for filling the glasses, and allow the bottom of the bulb to just come in contact 
with the water. Keep in a dark, cool place until the roots are about 6 inches long, when they may be brought 
into light and warmth to bloom. Add water occasionally as it evaporates, and the nearer they can be kept 
to a temperature of 60 degrees F. the better will be the results.

Roses should be planted very deep, except in very 
clayey soils. 

The Rose-bed should be in the full sun, if possible, and 
the surface be left a little hollow, so that water may be put 
on in summer and settle to the roots. Such beds will be 
full of healthy bushes and glorious blossoms.
